He had a ferry across the Connecticut in 1640, of which he received in 
1648-9 from the Colony of Connecticut a grant of a monopoly, and built 
a house on the East side in 1659. In 1662 he gave ferry and homestead 
to his son John, and with his son, Nathaniel, removed to below the 
mouth of the Scantic on the East side where his was the first and only 
family until 1675. During King Philip's war the house was fortified 
and garrisoned. 

He and his sons, John Jr., Thomas and Nathaniel, were all free- 
men in Windsor by 1669.

Note— All of Ebenezer Howe's children, except Ebenezer, disappear from the 
Mass. records about 1753, and in Mansfield, Ashford and Willington, Ct., appear 
Samuel, Sarah, Charles, Benjamin and Nehemiah. That Samuel, Benjamin and 
Sarah were brothers and sister is proven by a diary of Doctor Samuel's daughter, 
Lucinda (Howe) Storrs, 1776-1780 and 1812 to her death at 81 in 1839, which I found 
after a search in N. Y., Ct., W. Va. and Vt., and induced the owner. Miss Harriet 
Waterman Storrs, now Mrs. Joseph Busby of Brooklyn, N. Y., Ito deposit in the 
Connecticut Historical Society Library. Rev. Eleazer Williams, 1688-1742, who in 
1710 was ordained the first minister in Mansfield, was father of Mary, wife of Rev.

Rev. Williams Howe Whittemore died at the residence of his 
second son, Edward P. Whittemore, in Rye, N. Y. , July 25th, after an 
illness of a few hours, of paralysis of the heart. 
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Losing his mother at two years of age, he was cared for by his 
Aunt Roxanna at his grandfather Wales' until he was six, when he and 
his sister, Julia Ann, went to Belchertown, Mass., to live with Timothy 
Pearl, who had no children. He was there educated at the district 
school. When about 18 years old, during a remarkable revival of 
religion, he became converted. He was advised to study for the minis- 
try. Mr. and Mrs. Pearl and others assisted him to prepare for col- 
lege under his pastor and the Rev. Philo Judson (Y. C. 1809) of Ash- 
ford, Ct. He then taught the district school in Belchertown and 
attended the High School. He entered the class of 1825 in Yale College 
in the Sophomore year, and during the* course taught in Washington 
and New Haven. After graduation he entered the Theological Semi- 
nary until the spring, when he taught classics in the High School in 
Newark, N. J., for a year, and then returned to the seminary. In 
1828 he was licensed to preach and did so often during his last year 
at the seminary. May 1, 1829, he took temporary charge of the Pres- 
byterian Church in Rye, N. Y. , where he stayed three years where he 
married Maria the second daughter of Ebenezer and Ann (Marselis) 
Clark, by whom he had three sons and one daughter, all of whom, 
with eight grandsons and five granddaughters, were living at the time 
of his death. In the spring of 1832 he left Rye, and in the autumn 
took a church in Abington, Ct. In Aug., 1833, he was installed in 
Charlton, Mass., remaining until the spring of 1836. In the autumn 
he became pastor of the church in Southbury, Ct. , where he remained 
until the autumn of 1850. Then until the autumn of 1851 he preached 
in Prospect, Ct. In Sept., 1851, he moved to New Haven, 'Ct, where 
he occupied himself with teaching two or three years, preaching con- 
stantly in various places, and from the spring of 1864 until Sept., 1865, 
acting as agent of the National Freedmen's Relief Association. In 
May, 1868, he went to Brooklyn, N. Y., to live with his daughter. 
From 1870 he was a member of the Church of the Pilgrims. Although 
more than 85 years old when he died he preserved to the last much 
physical and mental vigor. The last twenty years of his life were 
largely devoted to helping the poor and to literary pursuits, his interest 
in everything relating to the advancement of his fellow men remain- 
ing keen to the end.

Mr. Clark was made a subject of saving grace in this city about the 
year 1815, chiefly, as is supposed, under the faithful ministrations of 
Dr. McMurray. He united with the Franklin Street Dutch church, of 
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which he was repeatedly solicited to become a ruling elder. In the 
year 1815 he took up his abode in Rye. Finding the cause of religion 
there in a very depressed condition, he got possession of an old, unfin- 
ished building, which had been erected for a church, and determined 
to "raise the tabernacle of David that was fallen." He procured an 
organization by the Presbytery of New York, although but ten com- 
municants could be found in the neighborhood. 

" The next year an opening was presented for a church in a village 
within the same township; he promptly undertook a building there and 
completed it. Some years after he removed the old edifice above' 
referred to, and erected on its site a tasteful church, which is and will 
long remain, we trust, the ornament of the village, as well as the 
centre of saving influences. 

' ' From the infancy of these two congregations until his death he 
watched over them with the tenderness and anxiety of a parent. In 
all their struggles, his strong hand supported and his sagacious coun- 
sels guided them. The large drafts made year by year upon his own 
moderate resources, were met with a rare liberality. Demands which 
would have startled many of our wealthy Christians, he cheerfully and 
promptly satisfied. He was actuated by a deep and all-controlling 
principle. Religion was the prominent business of his life. His senti- 
ments on this and on other subjects he was never afraid or ashamed 
publicly to own. None of the inducements which were presented could 
persuade him to swerve from those high doctrinal principles, and that 
simple yet sublime form of worship which are the glory of our churches. 
His own household of faith, which he served as ruling elder, he sup- 
ported with an earnest and an unwavering purpose. He has left be- 
hind him these two, now flourishing churches, as monuments of his 
character, which shall perpetuate his name and his principles far more 
efficiently and usefully than columns of granite towering to the 
heavens, or the shouts of a nation applauding a victorious general. 
His death as well as his life illustrated his principles. Humble and 
self-difl!ident, yet confident, the most lowly views of his own unworthi- 
ness were conjoined with the most exalted views of Christ's righteous- 
ness. He disclaimed all personal merit, and ascribed his salvation 
entirely to grace; yet this gave him a bright hope, undoubting assur- 
ance, and triumphant exit from this world."— iV. Y. Observer.

He represented Russia at the Court of Denmark, and was elevated 
to the Danish nobility Sept. 17, 1643, and granted the Coat Armor 
described by J. B. Riestap in his "Coat- Armor of the Netherland 
Nobility." 

He was the progenitor of the American branch of the Van Marselis 
family. He sailed in the ship "Beaver " from Beest, Holland, May 9, 
1661, for the Netherlands, arriving at New Amsterdam July 29, 1661. 
He paid for the passage of himself and wife 72, of his four children, 
aged 13, 6, 4, and 2 years, 90, and of his male and female servant 70 
florins, in all 232 florins or $92.80. 

He became a planter in Bergen, now in New Jersey. He. was 
appointed a Schepen (magistrate) of Bergen Aug. 18, 1673. As a 
mark of honor he was buried under the Reformed Church of Bergen. 

Gabriel Marselis and his son's father-in-law, Michael Pauw, Pa- 
troon of Pavonia, were members of the Amsterdam Chamber of the 
Dutch W. I. Co. who were pushing the settlement of New Netherlands. 

The influence of Gabriel, an Alderman of Amsterdam, 1648-9, 
1650-2, 1656-7, no doubt had to do with the selection of his brother 
Pieter the emigrant from Beest, and perhaps caused the emigration 
of the Janse Marselis of Bommel in Guilderland, Holland, who settled 
in 1656 in Beverwyck, New York, as Bommel and Beest were only six 
miles apart. 

As the children of this emigrant used Pieterse as the family name 
— Pieterse Marselis the 2nd, calling himself Merselis Pieterse— there 
were, probably, other children born to the first Pieter who continued to 
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use Pieterse as a family name and cannot now be verified. The de- 
scendants of Merselis Pieterse have used MarseUs as a family name, 
spelling it, however, in many ways.

Wouter Van Twiller, Dominie Everardus Bogardus and Captain 
DeVries called on Van Voorst and all drank freely. They entered their 
boat for Fort Amsterdam and Van Voorst fired a salute from a swivel 
mounted on a pile in front of the house — a spark lighted the thatched 
house and in a half hour the house was in ashes.
